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CuIcaco merchants have received the cheering news 
that the railroads of the Central Passenger Associa- 
tion will resume the practice of granting low rates 
this fall to merchants visiting New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and other cities, to attend the various commer- 
cial meetings. According to figures prepared by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce the stoppage of re- 
duced rates has been the means of cutting down the 
attendance at such gatherings, and on this account the 
custom of holding annual fall and spring meetings in 
Chicago for a “buying week” has been abandoned. 
The news of the resumption of low rates in this con- 
nection will be greeted with satisfaction. 








RESPONDING to a committee from the National Pros- 
perity Association which recently paid a visit to the 
White House, President Roosevelt de- 
Roosevelt jared himself in hearty sympathy with 
cca the movement for encouraging the re- 
turn of prosperity throughout the coun- 
try, and promised to aid it in every possible way. Mr. 
E. C. Simmons, of the Simmons Hardware Company 
of St. Louis, chairman of the executive committee of 
the association, acted as the spokesman for the delega- 
tion and in a few well-chosen remarks urged the Presi- 
dent to give the association his support. 
In replying to Mr. Simmons’ appeal, the President 
said in part: 

“I am in hearty sympathy with the avowed object of the 
National Prosperity Association. It is excellent. We have 
gone far in uprooting abuses which threaten our national life. 
Taken as a whole, the standard of honesty in our business 
life has been high, and to-day the standard is, I believe, be- 
yond what it has ever been, and this largely because we have 
made determined war on the abuses that lowered it. 

“The depression and stagnation from which our country 
1s now happily beginning to recover were not caused by re- 
form legislation, but by the revelation of shocking conditions 
in certain of our corporations. by reck!ess operations in high 
finance, by calamity and ‘by certain striking, although, I be- 
lieve, exceptional, instances of business and civic dishonesty. 
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“Of course, all good, men must agree with you in your 
condemnation of unwise agitation. The apathetic acceptance 
of abuses in our governmental and business administrations 
is more dangerous than the demagogic appeals of.professional 
agitators to class hatred. Our national conscience, I firmly 
believe, has been awakened. I welcome your.work and shail 
be glad to co-operate with you in any effort to establish pros 
perity on right and honest lines.” 

Mr. Simmons in submitting to an interview after 
the conference is quoted as saying that there is noth- 
ing fundamentally wrong about the business situation, 
and that the financial clouds are fast rolling by. 

“The crop prospects,” said he, “have rarely been 
better than they are to-day. There is no reason’ for 
postponing a return to normal conditions. The time 
for movement is now. The country is big enough to 
attend to its business and its political duties at the 
same time. This association does not in any way in- 
dorse the sentiments of Mr. Van Cleave, of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association.” 

It is quite true as Mr. Simmons is reported to have 
said that the crop prospects are unusually good, and 
that everything points to a return of normal condi- 
tions. 

The recent financial panic appears to have affected 
chiefly the Eastern cities and railroad centers. The 
agricultural districts in the West appear not to have 
been affected. The Western farming communities, as 
the result of the unusually productive crops of the 
last few years, are all in a prosperous condition, and 
the farmer not only has money but is spending it 
for supplies, necessaries and in many cases for luxur- 
ies; so that the Western merchants are up and doing 
and awake to ‘the fact that business in the agricultural 
districts in the’ West was never in a more promising 
condition. 

_ There can be no doubt that an era of prosperity 
is soon to be revived and that before long the business 
of the entire country will be restored to its normal con- 


dition. 








THE question of what the average worker earns in 
this country is one that has been asked times without 
number. Doubtless many who have 

What the made the wage question a study have 
Werkar tern, attempted to answer it, but their conclu- 
sions at the best cannot be much better 

in the end than mere conjectures unless they are based 
upon official statistics, which, however, in this con- 
nection do not often appear in public print. Employ- 
ers who pay out hundreds or thousands of dollars a 
week to their employes little realize, perhaps, how 
much less or how much more they would be paying 
out if they were to shift their scene of operations from 
one city or state to another, some distance away, and 
to engage in a different form of enterprise. Com- 
paratively few people may be aware of the fact that 
the average weekly wage paid in the state of Montana 
is not so very far short of being twice as much as the 
average worker earns in New. York state, for example. 
Who would imagine that there are thirty-two states in 
the Union that pay or have been paying higher wages 
than are paid in Massachusetts, a state that is literally 
chock-full of industrial enterprises? Of course it is 
pretty well: known that the southern states spend less 
in wages proportionately than many of those in the 
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South are at the bottom of the ladder, so to speak, in 
this connection very few persons can tell. 

The Census Bureau of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor has made public a report of an ‘in- 
vestigation among 123,703 manufacturing establish- 
ments throughout the country from which it is possible 
to obtain a fair knowledge of the average weekly earn- 
ings of employes in America. As the task must have 
entailed a tremendous amount of work in the way of 
research,it is quite apparent why no statistics appear 
to be available so far for the years subsequent to 1904. 
According to the figures compiled for that year, the 
average wage among 3,297,819 workers was $10.06 a 
week, the average for males being $11.16; for 
females $6.17, and for children $3.46. Employes en- 
gaged in cutting diamonds led with an average of 
$21.68 weekly, while the lowest average wages were 
paid to people employed in turpentine and rosin fac- 
tories, viz., $5.23 for seven days’ work. From this 
report it is seen that in 1904 the state of Montana paid 
higher. wages. than any other state in the Union, viz., 
$18.19 weekly, Nevada, Wyoming and Arizona follow- 
ing in the order named, Illinois was fifteenth on the 
list, Ohio twentieth, Pennsylvania twenty-third, and 
New York twenty-fifth, with an average of $10.40. 
Massachusetts ranked thirty-second, while North and 
South Carolina are at the bottom, the southern states 
paying the lowest wages. From these facts it may 
be deduced that the mining industry affords a better 
field for the wage-earner than perhaps any other, 
though it must be taken into consideration that that 
pursuit is fraught with more danger and privation 
than many others. 








THE action of the Illinois Commercial Men’s As- 
sociation in taking steps to weed out hotels throughout 
the country, which are not properly 
aig a guarded against fire tragedies such as 
R Bey te that caused recently by the burning of 
the Aveline hotel in Fort Wayne, In- 
diana, is highly commendable, and should receive the 
support not only of the traveling salesmen, but of the 
traveling public as well. When it is taken into consid- 
eration that hotels everywhere depend largely upon the 
patronage of commercial travelers, it is only rea- 
sonable that they should be given every possible pro- 
tection, not only against possible outbreaks of fire, but 
against dangers generally that are apt to assert them- 
selves in houses where the public are entertained. 
Almost invariably when a hotel burns and loss of 
life is reported, one or more commercial travelers are 
among the victims, and this is not to be wondered 
at when it is realized that multitudes of salesmen are 
on the road continually selling goods in every city, town 
and village in the country. The secretary of the Illi- 
nois Commercial Men’s Association has requested 
the members of that body to be on the alert for fire- 
trap hotels, and to report promptly any negligence on 
the part of hgtel owners to safeguard their guests 
against damages or injury by fire. The Illinois associa- 
tion is determined to take all the precautionary meas- 
ures possible to protect its members, and it is the in- 
tention of this body to follow up unfavorable -reports 





North, West and East, but which of those in the 
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in this connection in a way that is calculated to work 
many needed reforms in this direction. The laxity 
and heedlessness not only of numerous hotel propri- 
etors, but also of the municipal authorities in various 
communities is appalling, and it is high time that 
something was being done to remedy these multifari- 
ous evils which ubiquitously exist. 

A systematic campaign against these evils on the 
part of commercial travelers is sure to result in the 
accomplishing of the needed reforms. Organized ef- 
fort in any pursuit is bound to succeed, and there is 
no reason whatever why commercial travelers should 


’ continue to jeopardize their lives as many have done by 


putting up at hotels of matchwood construction and 
without means to escape the ravages of a conflagra- 
tion. 

The Illinois Commercial Men’s Association deserves 
all the encouragement it can get in its laudable en- 
deavors to rid the country of fire-trap hotels. 








Tue Frencu Minister of Labor, M. Fontaine, has 
made a suggestion that there be established in each 
country in the world a scale of minimum 
World’s wages, and that international agreements 
pete. Scale 16 made to maintain these scales. M. 
roposed. ‘ , : ; 
Fontaine’s proposal, which is said to 
have attracted the attention of all the governments of 
Europe, is the result of an extensive investigation by 
the French department of labor into the conditions ex- 
isting among French workers, which, in many in- 
stances, are said to be far from satisfactory. In cer- 
tain sections of France the wages paid are said to be 
totally insufficient to enable the laboring classes to exist 
decently. For instance, including the additional money 
earned by women at home, the income of a family in 
57 per cent of the cases investigated by the department 
ranges from $60 to $120 a year. 

The French minister is said to look with disfavor 
upon home labor for the reason that it not only inter- 
feres with the domestic duties of the women and im- 
pairs their health, thus injuring the national life, but 
it tends to preclude the possibility of employes receiv- 
ing better wages in the manufacturing establishments. 
It is believed that under such conditions it is impossible 
to remedy the situation in this connection unless a min- 
imum wage be established. M. Fontaine, therefore is 
directing his energies toward the establishing of boards 
of employers and employes, which shall determine the 
lowest amount workmen and workwomen must re- 
ceive in order to live decently. He has inaugurated 
a movement in this direction in France, and has con- 
ferred with English officials upon the same subject. 

As far as the United States is concerned there is lit- 
tle reason at the present time that it should embark 
upon such a policy. It is realized that the government 
can take no action in the matter and that any steps taken 
would be under the jurisdiction of the various states. 
The French authorities are, however, alive to the fact 
that the movement in that country cannot be successful 
unless a general agreement is made prescribing the 
minimum wage which shall be paid in each country. 
For instance, if a wage paid in France were higher 
than that in Germany or the United States, French 
products would not be able to compete in the world’s 
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markets with those of the other countries named. It 
is apparent also that if the United States were to es- 
tablish a minimum wage which would enable the sale 
at a lower price of French and German goods of the 
same. character, the natural result would be to the in- 
jury of this country. M. Fontaine’s scheme may be all 
right as far as his country is concerned, and there can 
be no doubt that he is honestly seeking to improve the 
conditions in La Belle France, but it must be admitted 
that the establishment of a universal wage scale is a 
problem than which there is probably none other more 
complex.

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A UNIFORM LABOR WAGE SCALE.

It is generally conceded that labor organizations are 
formed to fight capital, and indeed it may justly be so 
thought; and in turn the associations of employers are 
formed to hold in check the seemingly exorbitant de- 
mands of trades unions. The members of these two 
distinct classes hold annual and various periodical 
meetings among themselves, to decide in which man- 
ner the next blow may be struck upon the other. 

As long as this spirit of antagonism prevails just so 
long will there be an unsettled condition between labor 
and capital. To overcome this the employer and em- 
plove must each concede to the other, or, in other 
words, there should be conferences wherein both sides 
are represented. By these conferences I do not mean 
that the officers of a manufacturing concern should 
treat with its employes to formulate a wage scale, but 
that representatives from the associations of various 
manufacturing industries should meet in conference 
once every year with the various classes of labor em- 
ployed by them, that a wage scale should be made, a 
wage scale which will prevail throughout the country 
and’ hold good during the current vear. The wage 
scale should be based upon the business done the past 
year, the amount of business booked for the coming 
year, and the industrial outlook. This would tend not 
only to do away with strikes wherein the employer, the 
employe, and general public are put to much suffering 
and inconvenience, but would tend to bring about bet- 
ter economic conditions, wherein men would find better 
and more profitable employment, which would tend 
to increase production of goods by producing a demand 
therefor. 

To-day the greatest obstacle between labor and cap- 
ital is lack of confidence inspired by the distant rela- 
tion of these two great factions. These conferences 
would bring together men under conditions such as 
would be productive of good feeling for one another 
and insure confidence by which one man’s honor would 
hold him in duty bound to his word. 

A uniform wage scale would be instrumental in 
keeping labor scattered generally throughout the coun- 
try, thereby supplying manufacturers in all parts with 
the necessary men to carry on their production. As it 
is to-day we find graduated apprentices flocking to- 
ward the large cities where the higher scale of wages 
prevails,

Milwaukee, Wis. Mr. Droegkamp entered the con- 
test under the assumed name of “Magic Laundry,” 
this nom-de-plume being quite in keeping with the 
mechanical laundry display exhibited in the photo- 
graph submitted and which is reproduced herewith. 
It might here be stated that Mr. Droegkamp received 
the fourth prize in last year’s competition, when he 
sent in a photograph showing a window dressed with 
saws, locks and other hardware. 

The description of the window as submitted by Mr. 
Droegkamp is as follows: 

“The photograph represents a mechanical laundry 
display, portraying ‘the old way’ and ‘the new way’ of 
doing the family washing. The life-like motion of the 
figure of a female going through all the movements 
of a woman working on a wash board attracted con- 
siderable attention. 

“It is rather difficult to make an attractive laundry 
display, but this one certainly brought the business. 

“The figure was cut out from a poster, which was 
pasted upon a sheet of galvanized iron from which the 
outline was obtained. It was cut through at the waist 
line, the lower part of the body being stationary. The

ing the many years that he has been so prominently 
identified with the firm of Henry Disston & Sons, the 
news of his retirement will be received with especial 
regret, for there is perhaps no other business man in 
the country to-day who is held in higher esteem: by

his business associates and acquaintances than Mr. 
Disston. 

For the past few years it has been generally known 
that Mr. Samuel Disston has not been enjoying the 
very best of health and this, coupled with the fact 
that he is approaching a ripe age, is given as the 
reason for his retirement from the active management 
of the business. For some time past Mr. Disston has 
found it impossible to give his wonted close attention 
to the manifold important business duties devolving 
upon him, and he has lately realized the necessity of 
yielding to the demands of nature. 

From his earliest connection with the firm of Henry 
Disston & Sons down to the present time, Mr. Samuel 
Disston’s career has been characterized by indomitable 
energy and indefatigable attention to business. In- 
deed, it may be said that few men have ever exhibited 
greater business capabilities than he. Entering the 
employ of Mr. Henry Disston in the year 1850 at a 
time when there were only thirty-five men employed, 
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Samuel Disston served his apprenticeship as a saw 
maker, and in course of time acquired a knowledge of 
the business which later on proved to be of so much 
value to him in managing the affairs of the biggest 
concern of its kind in the world. After having com- 
pleted his apprenticeship course, Samuel Disston en- 
tered the office, and in course of time was given the 
position of traveling representative of the firm. 
Through his extensive travels he became widely 
known, and owing to his straightforwardness and 
genial disposition he acquired multitudes of friends. 

Largely through the instrumentality of Mr. Samuel 
Disston, the business of Henry Disston & Sons grew 
rapidly, and as a testimonial to his conscientiousness 
and usefulness to the firm, Mr. Disston was in 1894 
appointed to the secretariat and given the general man- 
agement of the firm. 

As a token of the esteem in which Mr. Samuel Diss- 
ton was held by the employes of Henry Disston & 
Sons, the foremen and old employes of the firm who 
have been associated with him for a number of years, 
tendered him a banquet on Thursday evening, May 28, 
at the magnificent Bellevue-Stratford Hotel in Phila- 
delphia. Covers were laid for 125 people, most of 
whom had at one time or another come into close con- 
tact with Mr. Disston, and co-operated with him in 
furthering the interests of: the great Disston indus- 
try. Some of those who were present at the banquet 
had worked under Mr. Disston’s direction years ago, 
before the business had attained the mammoth propor- 
tions that now characterize it. The various speakers 
paid glowing tribute to'the sterling qualities and the 
many thoughtful acts of the former general manager 
of the big concern, and each éxpressed regret that they 
were no longer to work under the guidance of one who 
had always had their interests at heart. 

In replying to the many kind things that had been 
said about him, Mr. Disston expressed himself as being 
extremely sorry that he had been obliged to withdraw 
from active service in the management of the firm, and 
to be no longer associated with those who had always 
worked together in harmony under his direction. Mr. 
Disston appeared to be deeply touched with the senti- 
ment manifested at the gathering, and assured every 
employe of the firm present that his interest in their 
welfare would not cease, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was retiring from the business. 

A magnificent silver loving cup was presented to 
Mr. Disston by the employes. The banquet was voted 
to be an immense success. 

The firm of Henry Disston & Sons now employs 
over 3,500 men, the plant at “Tacony, Pa., covering 
over 50 acres. Henry Disston & Sons now have 
branch houses at Chicago, Cincinnati, New Orleans, 
Memphis, Toronto, Nashville, Boston and San Fran- 
cisco.

Consul Brittain of Prague, Austria, reports that a 
recent issue of an Austrian journal gives an account 
of an automatic money assorter, which is thus de- 
scribed : 

The inventor claims that it will assort metal coins 
which have been thrown together regardless of their 
denominations, placing each denomination in a sep- 
arate basket. The various coins are thrown indis- 
criminately into a funnel at the top of the machine, 
and from the funnel they slide downward, alighting 
on a spiral track. This track has a protecting edge 
or raised border containing slits corresponding to the 
various sizes of the coins. As the coins of various 
denominations glide downward onto the track, 
through some peculiar mechanism of the machine 
they pass through the slits corresponding to their 
various sizes, entering their respective baskets at the 
bottom of the machine. 

It is said that several Austrian firms handling large 
amounts of coin daily have tried the machine with 
satisfactory results.

PATTERNS FOR A CONTINUOUS SPIRAL. 











In a communication to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
March 21, E. Z. R. of Lancaster, Pa., wishes to be in- 
formed how he is to lay out the patterns for a con- 
tinuous spiral 2 inches wide, and six times around a 
cone 18 inches in diameter at the large end, 6 inches 
in diameter at the small end, and 23 inches long. The 
spiral that E. Z. R. has reference to, he requests,

should be run similar to the thread on a bolt, but the 
spiral is to be cut into sections and riveted together. 
What is required is a plan for laying out one section 
of about once around the cone, as shown in the ac- 
companying drawing. The spiral is to be made of No. 
22 galvanized iron. 

We take pleasure in publishing the following com- 
munication with drawings submitted by “Eely Eels” 
of Lancaster, Pa., which is intended to be a solution to 
E. Z. R.’s question of the continuous spiral: 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have for some time been watching for an answer 
to the question of the continuous spiral first propound- 
ed by E. Z. R. of Lancaster, Pa., in the March 21 issue 
of your valuable paper. Whoever E. Z. R. is his prob- - 
lem is not the easiest to answer, nevertheless, I take 
pleasure in submitting an idea which may be useful in 
aiding him in laying out the patterns for his spiral. 
There may be a kink in this problem that I have not 
discovered, but I have given the question some 
thought in endeavoring to solve it. 

Fig. I gives an idea how I proceed. I first draw a 
base line Z for the large end of the cone, then a cen- 
ter line R at right angles to Z. On the vertical line R, 
I mark the length of the cone, and at this point I draw 
the line E pagallel to the base line Z. I then proceed 
to draw a semi-circle for the large and the small ends 
of the cone, using for the centers of these circles the 
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points where the line R intersects the lines Z and |} 
The next thing to be done is to draw the slant side 
of the cone, and then to divide the large and sma! 
circles into the same number of equal parts. Fro 
these points draw lines at right angles to lines Z an. 
E, then connect them throughout the cone from Z t 
E. Divide the line R into six equal parts, and at thes 
points draw lines parallel to Z and E. 

Each one of these divisions is one thread or turn o 
the cone. To chase this thread once around or to ge! 
the pitch of the screw, draw a line at right angles t 
Z and on this line mark one-sixth of the length 
of the cone, and divide it into 12 equal parts, number- 
ing them from Z. Take a straight edge, place it at 
No. 1 “creep-up,” as marked in Fig. 1, and lay it par 
allel to the line Z. Where it strikes line 1 make a 
mark, then slide the straight edge up to No. 2 “creep- 
up” and get it parallel with Z, and mark line 2, and so 
on to 12. These marks on the lines in the first or 
large section of the cone give me my pitch or points 
that I can trace or thread my way: around it once. 
You can see by the way I have chased these points

around the first thread and as this thing is cone-shaped, 
I have to take the difference or one-half of the differ- 
ance between the large and small ends of this section 
and divide it into twelve equal parts which I call the 
“drop-ins”. As I start to chase the thread at the large 
end and travel I come closer to the center or the heart 
of the cone. 

I draw lines A and B from the center to the circum- 
ference of the large circle. From where the lines R 
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and.Z intersect, I mark the first “drop-in” on line A, 
the second “drop-in” on line B, the third on line Z, 
and soon. The line OP gives me the base of the 
first triangle which I mark on line M in Fig. 2. On 
line N that intersects M in Fig. 2, I mark a “creep- 
up” that gives me my first triangle. Then I proceed 
to lay this flange or thread out by this process. 

I do not know how this will twist as I have never 
before twisted antything so twisty. It is a question 
with me whether this twisted flange can be made with- 
out some stretching. 

This idea of mine may not suit E. Z. R., but he will 
never get it laid out without a good deal of work. I 
would like to hear from others upon this complicated

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Better weather conditions have had a stimulating 
effect upon the hardware trade, and conditions have 
improved considerably during the past week. Busi- 
ness is developing rapidly in the West and orders are 
reported coming in with greater frequency than at 
any time this year. Conditions in the East, however, 
have not improved to any great extent, though pros- 
pects so far appear to be better than a week or so 
ago. Manufacturers have been giving considerable 
attention to the raw material situation. While many 
of the metals have been very unsettled of late, manu- 
facturers have remained firm as to prices for all their 
products. In few instances have there been changes, 
and these were on minor commodities only. The raw 
material question is now approaching a settlement, it 
is said, though it is too early yet to feel the result of 
this action. Building operations are going on apace 
and a revival of activity in builders’ hardware is looked 
forward to. 

The price of fruit jars has advanced $2 a gross over 
last year’s opening prices, and a further advance of at 
least $4 a gross is anticipated. The raise, it is said, 
is due to the fact that the fruit crop this vear will be 
a large one and the demand for fruit jars is expected 
to be unusually heavy. Last year quart jars were 
$4.50 a gross wholesale at the opening of the season 
and they sold for 60 cents a dozen. The price now is 
$6.50 a gross and manufacturers have guaranteed deal- 
ers that the price will not be lower this year. It is 
generally believed that the price will be $10.50 when 
the canning season reaches its height. 

Wire nails appear to.be in very good demand, 
though the large buyers confine their orders to neces- 
sary quantities still, and cannot be induced to place 
orders for fall delivery. Western jobbers are the prin- 
cipal buyers at present. Cut nails maintain a similar 
position. Barb and plain wire are less active than 
recently, consumers being pretty well supplied with 
previous purchases. Manufacturers are not shading, 
however, even to induce business. Other descriptions 
of hardware are moderately active. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire, 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire, $2 :08 ; smooth galvanized wire, $2.38 ; galvanized 
staples, $2.63 ; and polished staples, $2.23. These quo- 
tations relate to car lots to jobbers. Quotations to re- 
tailers in car lots are five cents higher and on less than 
car lots fifteen cents higher. 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers, 
$2.23; to retailers, $2.28; steel cut to jobbers, in car 
lots, $2.03; in car lots to retailers, $2.08. 





TIN PLATE. 


The situation in the tin plate market is fairly satis- 
factory. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is 
operating about go per cent of its mills and the inde- 
pendent mills are «also said to be running at almost 
full capacity.

COKE. 


Some improvement is evidenced in the coke market, 
there being some demand for foundry coke, especially 
in Chicago and St. Louis. Standard Connellsville 
foundry coke is said to be resting on a basis of $2.25 
at the ovens, though a lower price may be obtained 
for large lots. Furnace coke is quoted at $1.60 at the 
oven in the Chicago market. 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron situation is fairly satisfactory and a 
number of good sales are reported. In the matter of 
prices, there is a firmer feeling, especially in the Ala- 
bama district. The report that the Sloss-Sheffield peo- 
ple had sold their surplus iron below $11 has been 
authoritatively denied. Some of it was sold at that 
figure, and more of it at $11.25. Later the company 
was firm at $11.50, and on May 26 advanced its asking 
price to\$12. The Woodward people have sold pretty 
freely at $11.50, and have now withdrawn from the 
market temporarily, as they do not care to make long 
contracts for future delivery at the present low prices. 
The quotation now, f. o. b. Birmingham, is $11.50@12, 
with many sellers refusing business at the lower price. 
There has been no particular change in the price situa- 
tion in the North. - Pennsylvania iron is quoted at $18 
@18.50, New England delivery, with sellers unwilling 
to sell too far ahead at that quotation. Virginia iron 
is still quotable at $17.25@17.50, delivered on the 
wharf in Boston. The sales of pig iron that have been 
made have been very largely spot or nearby delivery. 
A very heavy tonnage has been placed for delivery in 
June and July, and considerable for delivery in July 
and August. There has been some inquiry for de- 
livery running through the last half, but the furnaces 
have not been encouraging this latter demand, and 
consequently comparatively little has been done when 
compared with the earlier period.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“An increased inquiry for extended period and _ sales 
footing up a tonnage of excellent proportions is the week’s 
record. All this, in connection with a firming up in prices 
and the actual withdrawal from the market of some furnace 
interests, mark the last few days as the brightest and best 
witnessed by the iron trade in months. 

“Buyers everywhere seem to have a feeling of better 
things and, as there appears no chance of the present schedule 
continuing indefinitely or declining, are covering for their 
immediate needs and as far into the future-as their business 
in sight will permit and the furnace companies show a will- 
ingness to accept the business. 

“As far as extended deliveries are concerned, the present 
attitude of buyers and sellers is now reversed. A few weeks 
since it would have been easy to prevail upon furnaces to 
take on business through the vear if buyers had been so 
willing. This is not the case generally at the present time. 

“A steady and slightly increasing consumption is noted 
in most consuming centers, and it only remains with the 
largest consumers of iron manufactured goods to give an 
early impetus to largely increase melt which would be un- 
mistakable in its enthusiasm. 

“Coke is without appreciable change, although there is a 
large tonnage of furnace coke pending for last half delivery 
and a few fair sized foundry, contracts are under considera- 
tion. Coke generally follows iron, and as the latter looks 
good it is expected that an early improvement will be noted 
in the fuel line.”

MARKET FOR LOCKS IN GERMANY. 





Consul Will L. Lowrie, of Weimar, in reporting that 
Germany seems to offer an excellent field for modern 
locks of the American kind, adds: “The locks in use 
here are mostly of the double-turn variety, two revolu- 
tions of the key being necessary to send the bolt home. 
The keys are heavy and unwieldly. This applies espe- 
cially to the house-door key, which is considerably 
heavier than the others. A large percentage of the 
people live in flats. The outside door is locked at a 
certain hour in the evening and the house key must be 
carried if one remains out after hours. If some firm 
could demonstrate the advantages of the American 
spring lock, with its small flat key, it is reasonably cer- 
tain that an excellent market could be made.” A list 
of the most important hardware dealers and building 
contractors in the district is obtainable from the Bureau 
of Manufactures, Washington, D. C.
